Any porson on the roster may be requested by a school to conduct a pre-admissions 
interview with an applicant to that school. Tho interview is designed to gain a 
better understanding of the applicant and to provide him with the opportunity to 
discuss his educational plans and professional objectives. 


It is expected that schools will contime to use their own admissions interviewers. 
The National Roster is intended to serve as an additional source to be used as de- 
sired especially for interviewing candidates located at a distance from the school. 


Persons serving on the Roster are those who have had the opportunity to participate 
in ons of the four workshops on Candidate Interviewing and Personality Assessmsnt 
conducted by the New York Pilot Study, - two for selected graduates of the New York 
School, one for admissions personnel from 35 schools of social work, and a recent 
one for representatives from Federal and State Child Welfare and Public Assistance 
programs. The Roster includes the names of over 100 persons in all parts of the 
United States and Canada who are enthusiastic about the plan as a means of improving 
selection of applicants for schools of social work and who have accepted the invita- 
tion of the Council to serve on the National Roster.
